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SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA "“GVERDUE" FOR MAJOR QUAKE 


LOS ANGELES - Southern Californians are living at the edge of 
the fault jine, and maybe on the edge of disaster, 

No longer are earthquake watchers taiking about the probability 
of 3 “Big One" permanentiy disfiguring this meqalapolis of more 
than i2 million residents. 

They are talking only about how soon. 

Each year, about 15,646 earthquakes are recorded in California. 
Few amount to more than a nerve-jolting rattle and roll. 

But it is the monster quake that hat longa been a part of 
California’s mythology - always there, always appreaching, always 
the unseen evil lurking along the o88-mile-long San Andress Fault. 
The southern third of the jagged line ties about 78 miles soauth- 
east of America’s second jargest city. 

Like weathermen tracking 4 monster hurricane, scientists ere 
reciting shorter and shorter odds -or catastrophe in fSauthenn 
Calitornia. The time frames differ uidely. Sut they al) add up ts 
an expected rendezvous with upneaveail. 


"Within the next 20 vears, the chances of a 6.5 to &.35 quake 
are probably 78 percent, ts inevitable,” said Californie Insti- 
tute of Technology aeologist Kerry Sieh. "And," Sieh added, "the 
chances are 2 to S percent of a great quake of a@ San Francisca 
magnitude occuring this year." 

Further, a study by Japanese seismologist Kiyoo Mogi suggested 
there is 42 58 percent chance that Sovthern California will be 
ravaged by an 3.3 quake (considered by seismoiagiets 2s the ulti- 
mate jolt) in the next 38 yeare. 

Siven the bGuilt-in error factor. cansidered to be about 45 
percent, it could happen tomarrow aor in 50 years. 

Every increase of one point on the Richter scale means the 
around metion is iff times greater. The ditterenfe between = 56.3 
and an &.8 quake is enormous. 

Recent studies by the U.S. Geological Survey indicate peapie 
who live near Los Anaeles Fave much more to worry about than those 
im San Francisco and northward, 

The study showed that there is roughly = 25 percent chance of a 
great earthquake occuring within 28 to 25 years in Southern 
California while there is a “very low" probability for Northern 
California. 


"You see, the conventional wisdom is that it’s Southern Cali- 
sornia’s turn," said Pau) Jennings, <hairman of the engineering 
ang applied science department at CalTech. "“There’s the feeling 
that they (Northern California) had theirs in i866 (the San Fran- 
cisco quake) and we had our big one in 1857," the so-called Fort 
Tejon quake, which measured an estimated 8.3 and ruptured a 288- 
mile-long swath along the southern tier of the Sen Andress Fault. 

"& pepest of the 1966 quake is cansidered unlikely ¢in Northern 
California), said Lynn Sykes, a geaphysicist at Lamont-Doherty 
Geological Observator at Columbia University, “mainiy because s0 
much more time has passed since Southern California got hit with 
that @.3 fin 1857). They’re overdue."

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& (931 Federal Emeraency Management Agency study personalized 
the impending disaster, saving if an 8.3 tremor on the southern 
San Andreas hammered Southern California on « weekday afternoon, 
aS many as 14,8696 people would die - twice as many those who 
perished in jiast month’= calamitous S.l-intersity quake in Mexico 
City. 

A if8i USGS study placed the death tol] at 21,8086 and estimated 
that property losses would run as high as $28 Sillion. 


Ground rupture and landsliding mountsin passes would be severed 
between the Los Angeles Basin and Northern California. For three 
days, the FEMA study predicted, telephone systems would he only 25 
percent effective. Two of the three major water agueducts would b= 
cut of commissicn for up to six months. 

Sewage would pour into the streets, polluting rivers, harbors 
ang beaches, because of broker sewer lines and damaged treatment 
plante. 

T*+ i124 net just the San Andreas Fault -— by far the most studied 
fissure in the nation - thet concerns seismologists. 

There if a network of leseer faults that are linked ta the San 
andress and run in and arscund the Los Angeles metropolitan area 
that can, and have, triggered disaster. 

In 1933, a& 6.3 Quake erupted at the southern section of the 
Newport-Inelewood Fault (running from Beverly Hills to Newparé 
Beach) Killing 115 people in Long Beach and leveling large sec- 
fioens af the coastal city, 

More than 75 percent of the public schoole in the area were 
either destroyed or damaged beyond repair, prompting the state 
Legisiature to quickly pass the Field Act, which, ever since, has 
mandated that all new public scheoals meet minimum earthquake 
resistance standares. 


“Theres no agreed-upon probability of when thé Newport—-Ingle- 
wood (Fautt>) could rupture again," said CaiTech seismolagist 
Ciarence Allen. "We just don’t Know enough about this one, and it 
could be one of the most dangerous ones.
